ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in the 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
satenstho interpretation of Nature and the 

ible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s. Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe, 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity. Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 


Messianic Law.—The coming of the 


Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel. . 


Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical. Resur- 
rection is reached through a succession of 
re-embodiments. One generation passes 
into another; the millions of humanity 
march down the stream of time together. 


The Spiritual World.—Heaven and hell 
are in humanity, and constitute the 
spiritual world; the spiritual domain is 
mental, and is in the natural humanity— 
not in the sky. . 


Human Destiny.—Origin and destiny 
are one and the same.

Psychology.—Koreshanity points to the

we may be able to predict the character of the events 
that will end the old and usher in the new dispensation. 

We will not take the Bible as the premise upon which 
to predicate our arguments, but will take the Word 
himself who, according to his own declaration, was the 
unity of the “two Witnesses.”” We will first observe 
that the “two Witnesses” are the Word. We deny that 
these are the Bible. We deny it on the testimony of the 
Bible itself, and we will ask Prof. Totten to meet the 
argument, if he has the disposition. We will quote 
again. “In the beginning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was God. The same was 
in the beginning with God.” Is this the Bible? If so, 
then we have God with us in the Bible, to answer all of 
our prayers and to sympathize with us in all our 
troubles. “All things were made by him [the Bible?]; 
and without him [the Bible?] was not anything made 
that was made. In him [the Bible?] was life; and the 
life was the light of men.” “He was in the world, AND 
THE WORLD WAS MADE BY HIM, [does this mean 
the Bible?) and the world knew him not.” Does Pro- 
fessor Totten know him? Not if he imagines that the 
Bible constitutes the ‘‘two Witnesses.” 

What became of these “two Witnesses? Let the 
Word, the Lord, answer: “I am the living bread which 
came down from heaven; if any man eat of this bread, 
he shall live forever.” Notice, first, that the Word was 
the living bread which came down from heaven. There 
are two points here, which are worthy of the profound- 
est attention; namely, the bread to be eaten, and the, 
fact that it came down from heaven. The personal 
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Christ was not merely the bread, but the bread that 
was to beeaten. Now, what we want is the science of 
the process by which the Lord could be absorbed by 
his church, and therefore produce in the church the 
same conditions which existed in his own immortal life. 
This life was to be attained by as many as received 
him; for it is declared that to as many as received him, 
gave he power to become the Sons of God. The impor- 
tant factor in this argument is the Lord’s own declara- 
tion that he came to be eaten. Professor Totten must 
either accept or deny this statement. We suppose that 
he will, like all other rank materialistic Adventists, 
prefer to deny the fact of the Lord’s own enunciation. 

The doctrine of absorption as taught by the Lord 
is one of the most essential and the most rational of 
the doctrines of the Bible. “My flesh is meat indeed, 
and my blood is drink indeed,” not in figure. ‘“‘Whoso 
eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath eternal 
life, and I will raise him up at the last day.” The res- 
urrection of the Sons of God at the end of the Christian 
dispensation, depends upon the appropriation of the 
flesh and the blood of the Christ of God, This is the 
fundamental prerequisite. “It is expedient for you 
that I go away: for if I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you.” What was the Comforter? 
It was the Holy Spirit, the product of the dissolution 
of the Lord’s body by that electro-magnetic fire which 
he said he came to send, “and what will 1,” said he, “if 
it be already kindled?” We state the fact by the 
authority which we have derived from the throne of the 
Almighty, that the personality of the Son of God, in 
whom was the Father, was dematerialized after his 
resurrection, and became the Holy Spirit.

greater man than Swedenborg has lived during 
ristian dispensation, since the time of the Disci- 
the Lord up to his (Swedenborg’s) day; yet the 
ind function of Swedenborg are scarcely noticed 


by the modern church and suchas pretend to be waiting 
for the manifestation of Christ, at what they denomi- 
nate his “second coming.” Important events oceurred 
in the history of the world at that time, but the central 
event was the manifestation of Emanuel (Swedenborg), 
for his advent was at the time of that great change in 
the church which brought the doctrine of “free moral 
agency,” which has had more to do with the moditica- 
tion of church doctrine than almost any other impulse 
to the church in modern times. Other notable events 
occurred at that time, but the central event was the 
manifestation of a man who could be intromitted into 
the world of spiritual existence, and whose experiences 
in the heavens and the hells of spiritual existence were 
greater than all of the spiritualistic phenomena that 
have occurred since his day, except with the central 
figure of this period, since the year 1839. ` 

In 1870 there occurred some of the greatest events 
of modern times. The Papacy came to the end of its 
secular authority; Italy became united; Rome became 
subject to the authority of the Italian monarchy, and 
the Pope became a self-constituted prisoner at the 
Vatican. The independent German kingdoms were 


made the great unified Empire, which is one of the 
great factors in determining the commercial character 
of the world. France, the empire, became a republic 
and a notable factor in the historical and chronological 


tablature of the recorded events of the world’s progress. 
Has the central event of this time been recorded or 
regarded worthy of record by the historians of the 
times? By no means. And why? Because this was 
left for the true Prophet to determine and define. 

So far as prophetic power is concerned, Totten is a 
failure. He admits that the prophet whose predictions 
are not to be relied upon is a false prophet. He as- 
sured the world that the Turks would be driven out of 
Palestine in the year 1898 or ’99, in the spring of that 
year, because the time had come for the dethronement 
of the false prophet and the restoration of the holy 
city. His chronology was right, but its application to 
the events prophesied by the ancient prophets was 
wrong. We never have seen any explanation of the 
mistake. We can inform the chronological gentleman 
where he is making his mistakes—and. they are nu- 
merous.

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THE SCIENCE OF THE ATONEMENT. 


The Law of Conjunctive Unity of God and Man as Typified in the 
Rites of the Hebrews.

E HAVE MADE REFERENCE to the bullock in 
this connection in order to present, compara- 
tively, the law of sacrifice as pertaining to both the bul- 
lock and the goat. The goat pertains specifically to 
distribution, as differentiated from acquisition. The 
kid of the goat, which here relates to the kid at the age 
of coupling, and as pertaining to the state of the mind 
before its declension, signifies the condition of natural 
innocence, or the beginning of wisdom in the outward 
or scientific degree of the mind. The zone of innocence 
is the one which conjoins. The ram implies the desire 
to beget, but-the goat is the zone of the begotten. The 
goat killed, implies the declension from such a state to 
that of its perversion, which, in the realm or domain of 
mentality, is the delight of imparting fallacies which 
are held to be truths. 
` Swedenborg says that the he-goat of the she-goats 
in a genuine “sense” signifies divine truths of the ex- 
ternal man, such as are drawn from the literal sense of 
the Word, in which the doctrines of a genuine church 
are grounded, and also the consequent delight of those 
truths. The real delight of a truth is in its communi- 
cation for a given end, that end being the life of that 
truth to others. 
communicative or distributive force; and the word 
goat should imply outflowing extremities, or outmost 
scientifics, which are the scientifics of life communicated. 
We therefore find that the word seir, in Hebrew, the 
word which in this case is used for goat, means to 
shake, to shiver, to tremble, to be agitated, to greatly 
fear; and according to Gesenius, to feel a sacred awe be- 
fore a divinity. Spoken of the hair, it means to stand 
on end, to bristle. Ifin symbolic language the hair sig- 
nifies the ultimates, that is, the limitations or outmost 
reach of life, and to stand implies life, then for the hair 
to bristle or stand on end would signify the coming 
into the life of the outermost, which in the divine de: 
gree would be thie life of the science of externals. 

The word sear, from the root saar, means hair; 
and the word seir, goat, is derived from this root. The 
Hebrew word in itself confirms the logical conclusion 
reached through the science of analogy. The zone 
above mentioned is also represented in the knee; hence, 
the knee should indicate the feeling of emotion, fear or 
awe, as pertaining to a sacred presence. It does this 
by the person’s falling upon the knee or bowing the 
knee in the act of worship. The fear of God or any 
divinity is manifest by the bending of the knee. 
Every person in the presence of an enemy, where flight 
is cut off and great fear prevails, involuntarily pros- 
trates himself upon his knees in the act of imploration. 
The knee is represented in socalled mythology as Capri- 
cornus the Goat.

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THE BIRTH OF “THE AMERICAN EAGLE.” 


What the Planets Portend Concerning the New Political Movement 
and Publication; the Field of Effort in Review. 


HEN THE FIRST vibration of the Printing House 
whistle, announcing the birth of The American 
Eagle, saluted the ears of expectant Estero, the sun 
lacked twenty-five minutes of time to complete his arri- 
val at the noon-day meridianal station.

GREENWICH Observatory is likely to be removed from 
the vicinity of London, on account of the smoke and fog. 
French astronomers ask if the meridian of Greenwich is to 
be removed also. Strenuous effort has been made in the 
past to induce astronomers to recognize the meridian of 
Paris as the world’s prime meridian; but some French scien- 
tists now recommend the meridian of Bethlehem. Years 
ago a Catholic priest made the suggestion, but it is some- 
what remarkable that scientists of the home of Voltaire 
should now seek to honor the Christ who was born at Beth- 
lehem, The Son of man was Aries or the Lamb, and he 
matked the beginning or zero-point of the longitude of the 
human world, and therefore marked the prime meridian of 
a new cycle of progress; and as the orb of the day of 
Christendom, he has marked the noon-time or zenith of the 
period. It isa fact that the prime meridian two thousand 
years ago was in Egypt, near Palestine; formerly it was in 
Babylon, aud before that, in the far East.

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Measuring Celestial Distances. 


“I enclose clipping from the Chicago 
Daily News, showing ‘how easy it is to 
reckon celestial distances.’ If it is 
worthy of comment I should like to see 
it in the Open Court of Inquiry when- 
ever convenient.’’ 

The editor of a popular department 
of the Chicago Daily News undertakes 
to show how astronomers calculate the 
distance to the so called heavenly 
bodies. He gives a fair idea of the 
usual method of computing the dis- 
tance to the moon, on the basis of the 
Copernican idea of the world. We 
have not space to reproduce the arti- 
cle; nor is it necessary to insert it. 
We will" give a little outline of the 
process, using a diagram prepared for 
a similar article a few years ago. The 
lettering of this diagram differs from 
that of the diagram inserted in the 
article in the Daily News, but that is 
immaterial. 

In the accompanying diagram, C 
represents the center of the earth. 
B and H are points on the earth about 
equidistant from the equator. An ob- 
server at each point ascertains the 
altitude of the moon above his hori- 
zon. ‘The zenith points of the observ- 
ing stations are represented respective- 
ly by Zand Z’. The visual lines BM 
and HM, supposed to extendzfar into 
space, will intersect the line CM’M at 
some point. How far away from the 
center of the earth that point is, is the 
subject of computation. 

In order to make the calculation, 
the number of degrees in angles MBZ 
and MHZ’ must be known. If they 
are known, a diagram may be laid out, 
containing the quadrilateral BMHC, 
of which BC and HC are radii of the 
earth, and the lines BM and HM, the 
distance of the respective observers 
from the moon, 

On the basis of such a diagram, it 
would follow that the line BC will 
bear the same comparison to the line 
BM, that one of the earth’s radii bears 


to the moon’s distance. If the figure 


were accurate and true to the scale, it 
would be found that the line BM 
is about sixty times the length of BC;

So, you see, reckoning celestial 
distances is not guesswork, but the 
application of the exact science of 
mathematics.”

Neither of these assumptions has 
ever been proved to be true; on the 
contrary, Koreshan Science demon- 
strates their utter fallacy.
